Writers and critics 
lin the daily press whose business if 
is to watch a great many rounds of

appears to prove it unfair. 
| Theoretically, it would appear that 
| the strongest indictment of the stymies 
lies im the fact that it adds further 
uncertainty to a sport in which un- 
certainty is already a strongly pre- 
dominating element, From the very 
| nature of the game and conditions 
under which it is played, luck or at 
‘least circumstances over which ne 
| reasonable human control can be ex- 
_ercised, must always be a big factor. 
Efforts at standardization and uni- 
formity of pluying conditions, are, 
practically speaking, impossible, 
There is no such thing as standard 
golf course, or for that matter a stand- 
ard golf hole. Two players may 
drive from the tee, hitting shots that 
appear of equal value. One ball finds 
a fair lie, whereas the other striking 
a few inches away takes a bad kick 
and rolls intoa sand trap. Again two 
approaches are played to a green. One 
strikes the near slope of an undula- 
tion beyond the hole and stops on the 
green. The other strikes a reverse 
slope short of the hole and skids over 
} and off the green. The difference is 
jin the luek of the game. 

Granting that stymies Are largely a 
; matter of luck, though players may. 
, and undoubtedly do at times. putt ao 
astotake a chance of obetructing the

|further uneertainty in this way. 
| where the margin is already wider 
than in any other field of sport? If 
such a policy were thought ndvisable 


(in tennis, the casting of a few loose 
| pebbles over a court wonld surely 
work wonders, hut who is to say 
whether or not they would put an ad- 
ditional premium on playing skill or 
add to the enjorment of the game? 

It is rather interes ng to note that 
when last the stymie bugaboo drew 
any official attention, the remedy 
;femporarily adopted was eventually 
abandoned on the eround that ton 
pmuch eriticism had arisen over the 
failure of players who had lifted a 
| ball to replace it accurately. Yet. a 
|player may at any time lift a ball 
| from rough or elsewhere to identify 
it if he has any doubt as to whether 
or not itis hisewn. If a player is ta 
| be trusted to replace his ball in a mat 
1of heavy grass, surely he can be count. 
,ed on to put it back in its proper 
place on the putting green. 

Thus far no indication hae heen 
given that further official] action has 
jeven heen considered with reference to 
_ the stymie. There can be little doubt 
as to its unpopularity with the rank 
jand file of players. Casual observa- 
'tion of play at most any club in ordi- 
| nary friendly matches will establish 
this fact. Rarely ever wil] vou find 
the stymie rule heing observed in these

New York, November 3.—Heavy liquida- 
tion of speculatively held contracts aad 
hedge sales finally overbalanced buyers in 
today’s cotton market. The majority of 
selling was solely for the purpose of secur- 
ing profits. Some regard the market's 
technical position as weakened by elimina- 
tion of shorts but this ie a temporary situa- 
tien as the big shorts are spinners who will 
be in competition with each other for sup- 
plies to run their mills, and this is counted 
opon as the besic reason for the expectancy 
of a further upward adjustment of prices. 
The goods markets are being marked up 
due to the higher prices for cotton, and if 
is felt that cloths are selling on a basis 
which buyers may not be able to dupticate 
for some time.

Another mistake that Stanuard Oil 
leaders made was in allowing one in- 
crease after another to be- made in 
the selling price of crude oil at the 
same time that the unprecedented 
Standard Oil stock dividends were 
ing declared. Ordinarily these two 
moves would have worked in together. 
But what actually happende was that 
because of theg eneral flood of stock 
dividends Standard Oil leaders were 
not able to carry out their plans to 
unload their stock and as a result of 
the successive increases in crude oil 
selling prices, overproduction of crude 
was stimulated which brought absut 
_demoralization in the oil industry as a 
whole. 

Thus Standard Oil leaders topped 
their ball in the drive and afterwards 
sliced into the rough. But notice 
from this week's news how they are 
managing to get to theg reen to win 
with a short putt while their perspir- 
ing and profané opponents are using 
their heavy niblicks deep down in the 
Sand trap. 

One prominent independent oil com- 
pany rather than pay excessive in- 
terest rates om money borrowed te 
store overproduction sold out control 
of the company to Standard Oil. Fur- 
ther cuts were announced in the sell- 
ing price of crude oil. With most 
buyers of crude oil entirely out of 
the market or else buying from haand 
to mouth, through lack of funds one 
very rich Standard Oil company an- 
'nounced this week that it would take 
all of the Midcontinent crude oil of- 
fered at this week's low price. 

When copper was selling at 13 
cents a pound copper producers were 
howling because that price was be- 
low the cost of production. If cop- 
, per prices dropped to 6 cents a pound 
that price would correspond to the 
present level of crude oil selling prices. 
Imagine what copper producers would 
say with copper selling at 6 cents a 
pound and some idea may be had of 
the present situation existing in the 
crude oil industry. 

Standard Oil has companies pro- 
ducing crude oil as well as refining 
it and today all branches of the oil 
industry are losing money. However, 
if Standard Oil is able to buy two 
|or three years supply of erude oil at 
, existing low prices, with competition 
restricted because of the cripples now 
heing made among independents, 
Standard Oil with erude up 100 per 
cent or more can easily make up this 
year’s losses in crude and refined oil 
and much more. 

Another angle favorable to Stand- 
ard Oil is that in view of this year's 
price cutting in all branches of oil. 
Senator La Follette is going to have 
his work eut out to prove when con- 
gress starts up again that Standard 
Oil dominates the oil industry. No 
one in Wall street doubts that Stand- 
(ard Oil had a hand in raising prices 
of crude oil a year ago. But the 
plans then made went awry. What 
| now stands out in the mind of the 
oil consuming publie is the price cut- 
ting of the past few months. From 
| the public’s viewpoint price warfare 
does not spell monopoly,

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The Future of The -American Woman 


F the thousands of American 

hb} women and girls who have 
hitherto followed me in this 
series of articles upon Amer- 
ican women are interested in 

a European view of the fu- 


ture of the woman of the new world; 
if they themselves are anxious for 


their future as women, and if they 
really want to know something of 
the most glorious, most vital part ever 
yet played by woman, and to be play- 
ed, they will read this last article 
with close and, I hope, critical intel- 
ligence. 

Nobody more than myself can real- 
ize the shortcomings of this woman 
series, which has been written with 
diffidence and under correction—no- 
body can be more anxious for criti- 
cism. What I have set down about 
the American woman in love and at 
work, in the home and in the forum, 
may have in places been set down in 
error; it has at least been set down 
in all sincerity and affectionate re- 
gard. 


The American woman, in some 
ways unique among the women of the 
white race, has a chance to make his- 
tory—American history and world 
history. The uniqueness of position 
and opportunity is due to the fact 
that she is unhampered by tradition, 
for, though some “‘tradition’”’ ts good, 
Europe ts being strangled by tradition. 
The American woman, in a phrase, 
has the advantage of youth—advan- 
tage overwhelming. 

The future is to youth whether it 
hides itself in the body of seventeen 
or seventy. The future is to Amer- 
ica, that is, to the American woman, 
for it is the woman, as has over and 
over again been demonstrated in this 
Series, into whose hands the immed- 
late future of America has so largely 
been given. It is not the man who 
will make or mar the America of the 
next decade, it is the woman. 


Right in the forefront, because of 
the above, the American woman can 
avoid that most fatal mistake 
made by her European sister in her 
fight for recognition. That is, her 
mistake in directly competing with 
men by following man-made meth- 
ods and by imitating those methods, 
instead of regarding the woman as 
‘partner’? with man in all fields of 
human endeavor, and supplementing 
the “man-method” by the ‘‘woman- 
method.’’ There is in the field of 
“method” a ‘‘man’s field’ and a 
‘Wwoman’s field,’’ the latter almost un- 
exploited and undiscovered, but al- 
most unlimited. And apart from 
“method,” I believe that the coming 
of woman is about to release the 
woman-genius for pioneer work in 
new fields hitherto either unguessed 
ot only faintly suspected by the man- 
mind. 


HE American woman is in 4a pe- 
culiarly favorable position for 
pioneering into these new fields. Will 
she use it? Her whole future turns 
upon whether she does so or not. 
What she can accomplish beyond 
the now unknown horizons of human 
effort, and especially as artist, can be 
taintly realized by the realization of 
the fact that while man is limited by 
‘reason’? and ‘“‘intellect,’”’ woman 
jumps all barriers by her “‘intuition.”’ 
Shallow thinkers may regard such a 
statement as savoring of truckling to 
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women; it is nothing of the kind; it 
is simply the recognition of what is 
perhaps the most outstanding fact in 


nature and of everyday experience. 
Men and women are eternally differ- 
ent—and thank God for it! 


So far in Europe, woman has de- 
liberately used the ‘“‘man-method” in 
all fields, whether of engineering, ar- 
chitecture, or what not. Even where 
she has entered a field almost unpio- 
neered by the intuitive method, such 
as medicine, she has foolishly follow- 
ed man-made methods instead of uti- 
lizing the flashlight of 
intuition lying in her 
woman’s brain. She has 
used the method objec- 
tive instead of the meth- 
od subjective. The prac- 
tice of medicine, as of 
a dozen other fields, 
needs both methods— 
needs both the man-mind 
and the woman-mind. 
What it never needs is 
the man-woman or the 
woman-man—s 0 m e- 
thing that is abhorrent 
to nature herself. 

There is in America today a move- 
ment far more dangerous and inim- 
ical to the future of America than a 
hundred other socalled ‘“‘dangerous”’ 
movements. That is the movement 
among a certain fype of woman, and 
even having some men adherents, 
which goes to show that all sex dif- 
ferences are purely artificial—that 
men and women are “‘much of 2 
muchness.”’ This is a very old move- 
ment, and it has resurrected itself re- 
peatedly during the last one hundred 
years, but in a young country like 
America, always anxious to try new 
theories, it is specially dangerous. 

If the American woman surmounts 
this a-sexual propoganda which would 
destroy the thing that is the very es- 
sencé of life and living, and if she 
will deliberately set herself against 
challenging men in what have hither- 
to been their own fields by using their 
own methods, if she will bring “‘in- 
tuition”? and the swift power of arriy- 
ing at a decision by intuition to bear 
upon life’s common problems, then I 
have no hesitancy in prophesying that 
the American woman of the future 
will be in a true sense the pioneer of 
her sex into unknown worlds. 


In my travels in the United States, 
I have met many women who have 


been feeling their way, sometimes al-, 


most unconsciously, into this “No 
Man’s Land.”’ One of these women I 
met in Seattle, two in Chicago, one in 
Salt Lake City, half a dozen in Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia, and perhaps 
half a hundred others in various parts 
of the country. One recognizes this 
“spiritual minority’’ in a flash. Such 
women bear on the foreheads the 
sign-manual of that tiny minority 
which is yet to lead America. 


UT it is not a minority which de- 
rives its commission of leader- 
ship from some new “ism,” from 
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some abnormal and_ supernatural 


“revelation,” from vanity or from 
ambition. I have usually found these 
women diffident in pushing them- 


selves forward, often doubtful of their 
own mission. Yet fate, or the con- 
scious power behind all things, will 
place these leaders of the new world 
into the forefront, whether they will 
or not. They are destined. 


The American woman starts with 
one enormous advantage over the 
European—she is not so dominated 
by “passion,’’ and there is nothing in 


the world that can limit 
so much as physical pas- 
sion wrongly used. It is 
such passion that has 
held the all-conquering 
male back from victories 
which were his of natur- 
al right, victories over 
nature and over life— 
something that applies to 
the European as well as 
to the American male. 
But the European wom- 
an is so frequently held 
in the thraldom of pas- 
sion that, like a ship buf- 
feted by high seas, she has often been 
flung from her course, and this has 
especially been true of some of the 
greater European pioneer women. 
For this passion of the European is 
often highly artificial, hectic, and is 
the prodact of a very old civilization. 

I believe that the American woman, 
once she has passed the stage of Puri- 
tanism, at which so many of her sex 
still remain, will evolve through the 
formation of public opinion a saner 
and sounder sex outlook for the fu- 
ture America than Europe has been 
able to encompass for Europe. 


Threatened between the Scylla and , 


Charybdis of too lax morale in some 
of the states, and in others of a nar- 
row Puritanism which is really “‘first 
cousin to the devil,” it will not be 
easy for the American woman of the 
future to steer that golden middle 
course in which happiness lies. 


If | were asked what her concep- 
tion of that future morale would be, 
I should say that it would be one in 
which first of all the holding of two 
people in bonds that gall, and the 
consequent embitterment and misery 
of their lives, would be regarded as 
equally evil with a divorce law which 
would permit men and women to 
“exchange partners’ at their own 
sweet will. Here as in so much élse 
the America of today is showing that 
battle between the Puritan and the 
Pleasurist, out of which the golden 
mean will come—that is the battle 
between the ‘‘go-as-you-please”’ of 
those states in which it is nearly as 
easy to get a divorce as to get one’s 
breakfast and of those others where 
public opinion regards all divorce, 
upon any grounds whatever, as im- 
moral and abominable. The Ameri- 
can woman who is coming will find 
the golden middle way. Today, in 
the field of divorce as in so many 
others, to whichever side she belongs, 
she is ‘“‘extreme,”’ because she is dead- 


ly in earnest—but this extremeness 
has its weakness. 

One of the methods she is likely 
to use—perhaps the most fundamen- 
tal of all—will be her demand for 
“economic equality.” +The number 
of American women I have met in 
women’s clubs, ete., as in certain 
“‘leagues,””’ who are beginning to 
awake to this is extraordinary. These 
women are beginning to demand that 
all joint earnings of husbands and 
wives be -“‘pooled’”’ by law, and that 
both have equal rights to draw upon 
them. Such women know that the 
argument used by some men that 
“‘we’’ earn the money, not our wives, 
is neither good ethics nor good sense, 
for even where a woman remains in 
the home she can rightfully claim 
that her work there is as important as 
the man’s work outside. 


In Europe, a tentative effort has 
been made towards this “economic 
equality” of the sexes in what is 
known as “Endowment of Mother- 
hood,” but this is but a poor sort of 


grapple with a most important ques- 
tion. 


FYNHAT is why I prophesy that with- 

in the century we shall see an 
American ‘economic - equality” bill 
passed, and with that the world will 
see the coming of the new type of 
woman, the woman who feels herself 
Secure whatever happens. For it is 
the woman who has been mainly the 
conserver of the home in all lands 
as well as in America. Once eco- 
nomically free, the American woman 
will be made free to show new pow- 
ers of conservation. 

With the coming of this new real- 
ization of the dignity of womanhood 
will pass once and for all the idea of 
“marriage as a profession,”’ that idea 
which even in Europe still largely gb- 
tains. With this, if the present. cur- 
rents among the younger and more 
advanced women persist, we shall see 
every American girl of the future 
brought up to a definite profession. 
What that will mean to conservation 
ot the national energy, to the utliza- 
tion of every ounce of brain and ef- 
fort, we can today but feebly con- 
jecture. But it is coming so sure as 
the sun will rise over tomorrow’s 
America. 

The “Women civilizations” now 
building up along the Pacific coast 
at Los Angeles, San Francisco, etc., 
are capable of results to the new 
world, and indirectly to the old, which 
may, without exaggeration, complete- 
ly alter the whole outlook of human- 
ity upon the relations of the sexes as 
upon the development of cCiviliza- 
tion itself. 

All these cities to me at least are 
‘“‘matriarchates in embryo.” If they 
become ‘“‘women-ridden,” as I have 
heard many Americans state they may 
become, then the last state of those 
women states ‘“‘will be worse than 
their first.” But nobody can blame 
the women for largely taking into 
their own hands the intellectual and 
artistic development of the coast. 
They have been forced to it by the 
males, who find their chief interest in 
life in their businesses and clubs. 

The very people who today will 
scoff at the idea of ‘‘women civiliza- 
tions’ will tomorrow, I believe, be 
forced to admit its implicjt truth. 
What many/ American males forget is

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FTER the wreck at Cape Ot- 
way Inlet, instead of going 
up to Melbourne with the 
captain and cook of the Red 
Eric and applying for aid at 
the American consulate, I 

chose to seek rhy fortune in the silver 
fields of South Australia. So 1 went 
up to the city of Adelaide, with an old 
prospecter and miner by the name of 
Sam Bryant. 

When we arrived in Adelaide Sam 
went to see a relative who lived some- 
where in the neighborhood, with the 
hope of raising money for our trip 
northward, and | went about ter miles 
inland from the-port to visit a friend 
of Sam’s. We agreed to meet next 
day at the post office. . 

I proceeded, meanwhile, with 
youthful pride to sort out a ‘“‘bush” 
outfit from the clothing given me 
when I came ashore from the dinghy. 
A broad-brimmed felt hat, two flan- 
nel shirts, a pair of white moleskin 
trousers, and a large blue blanket 
were my Selections; and, with the ex- 
ception of an old coat and a suit of 
umderclothes completed my wardrobe. 

Without going into details and giv- 
ing a full account of impatience and 
bitter disappointment, suffice to say 
that, at the appointed hour, Sam fail- 
ed to appear. I waited four days for 
him. Then I gave him up. _! had re- 
ceived my first lesson. 


And | think the loss of the stick 
upon which I leaned so _ heavily 
Strengthened me. I begun to see that 
I must stand alone—must depend 
upon myself. But although the set- 
back somewhat stiffened my back- 
bone, it did not prevent me from feel- 
ing rather fearful at the prospect of 
tackling the bush and the future sin- 
gle-handed.

water, 1 retreated, for further 
consideration, to the port, and, for 
the first time, studied the problem 
practically.

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two hundred miles that lay between it 
and Silverton. My curiesity, stub- 
bornness, and love of adventure decid- 
ed me, however, to try it. I plunged 
into Australia much as a man who 
first leaps into a -well, and then con- 
siders how he shall get out. 


At the eleventh hour I was joined 


by an American sailor, who, having 
caught the mining fever, like myself, 
had run away from his ship. He was 
a tall, dark fellow, about twenty-eight 
years of age, by the name of Frank 
Hough. I knew nothing about him. 
| was glad, nevertheless, for his com- 
pany; and when we boarded the north- 
ward-bound train together, there was 
no more cock-sure enthusiastic ‘“‘ten- 
derfoot” in the cclony of South Aus- 
tralia than I. No sooner had we left 
Adelaide than I divested myself of 
what I then considered the galling 
harness of civilization,x—my collar 
and cuffs,x—and threw them out of 
the car window. | 

After a long, tedious ride, princi- 
pally at night, we were roused out 
about two o’clock in the morning, at 
Terowie. Following the sleepy crowd 
to the hotel,-we were accommodated 
with beds for the sum of one shilling; 
and that was the last time for many 
moons | slept between sheets. 

Next morning, not content with a 
twenty cent bed, we actually break- 
fasted in the hotel, and after buying 
a few pounds of flour, two loaves, a 
tin pail, which same is called a “‘bil- 
ly,’ and a canvas water-bag, we 
Shauldered our packs and headed for 
Silverton. As we trudged out of the 
hot, dusty little township of Terowie, 
my hopes and feelings were of the 
brightest. I was brimming over with 
elation and the excitement of my first 
real adventure. And all this, not- 
withstanding the facts that 1 had two 
hundred miles to walk before | reach-

EFORE going on with my narra- 
tive, I think it well to mention 

ihe ubiquitous swag of the Australian 
bush. In the interior one can travel 
only in two ways: on horseback or 
afoot. Those who can afford it have 
horses, but the great floating popula- 
ticn of the country, which is doubtless 
larger in porportion to tts inhabitants 
than any country on earth, depends 
upon its own legs. ‘Fhere being no 
hotels except at the townships, both 
kinds of travelers must carry their 
own bedding and other necessaries. 
Almost invariably the bedding is a 
large blue blanket. In it is rolled a 
change of clothing, a little flour, tea 
and sugar, some tobacco, if one 
smokes, a towel and a piece of soap. 
The whole is tightly strapped at eith- 
er end, and by means of a third con- 
necting strap is swung over the should- 
ers. This constitutes the swag, and 
those who carry tt are sometimes 
called “‘swagsmen.’’ Journeying in 
this manner is also known as “‘hump- 
ing bluey” (carrying the blue blan- 
ket), and as being “on the wallaby”’ 
(following the track of the walfaby). 
The first day Hough and | made 
guite a good showing. Despite the

heat, the dust, and the heaviness of 
our swags, we made twenty-five miles, 
leaving the land of the ‘‘cocatoos” 
(small farmers) behind us, and mak- 


ing a big stride out into the squatters’ 
country, the great red plains of South 
Australia. Tired as dogs, with skin- 
ned shoulders and sore feet, we 
reached the dam at Errowinna a little 
after sundown. A wandering black- 
smith, with his shop and house on 
wheels, had teniporarily pitched his 
tents there. He, his wife and large 
family, were busily flitting about the 
camp-fires preparing. supper. Ap- 
proaching, we asked if we might boil 
our billy at their fire, and were 
promptly invited to share their meal. 

“Aye, coom in an’ ’ave a bite wi’ 
us,’’ said the blacksmith, seconding 
his wife’s invitation. 

Round the clothless trestle-table in 
the meal-tent, over a huge platter of 
unscientifically cut mutton-chops, talk 
flowed easily. To this great red- 
faced Yorkshireman, his cheerful wife, 
his three strapping sons, and his three 
comely daughters, we were bearers 
of news. We were from: Adelaide, 
and lately from America, a land which 
seemed to interest them greatly. 


MMEDIATELY after supper Frank 
Hough and | unrolled our swags, 
placed our groceries and so forth 
under our heads for pillows, and, 
wrapping ourselves in our blankets, 
turned our toes to the blazing logs, 
and went to sleeps And how we 
slept! Once | awakened to look out 
from my blanket into the skyful of 
stars and think" how strange it all was. 
And how grand! For to sleep on the 
bare brown earth, thousands of miles 
from home; to smell the odor-dis- 
tilling eucalyptus branches of a bush 
camp-fire; to hear the tinkling bells 
of the blacksmfth’s hobbled horses; 
tc see a flock of teal winging their 
way, like a swift black cloud across 
the heavens; to feel that | was my 
own master, and that | had a whole 
new world before me to experience 
and enjoy,—these were things I’ had 
longed for; this was_.a fulfilment in 
part of my boyish expeetations. 

I was aroused next morning by a 
crow near the camp. The cry of the 
Australian bird, the most doleful one 
that can be imagined, so much resem- 
blse the wailing of an infant that, in 
this instance, | was completely de- 
ceived. 

One or two pannikins of tea, (the 
British never drink coffee as we do) 
a hunk of bread, a brief good-by to 
our friends, and we took the road 
again. The second day, however, was 
So stiff and sore were 
we that, after making about ten miles, 
we were obliged to give it up. A 
waterhole in the dry bed of a creek 
served us for a camping place; and 
though our food was none too plenti- 
ful, we remained there until the next 


day. 


A‘ this stage my cCompanion’s in- 
wardness came to the surface. 
To me, the heat, the short commons, 
the poor water, and the inconven- 


iences of the road were part of the 
fun, and, as novelties, things to be 
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laughed at and enjoyed. With Hough, 
however, although he had been accus- 
tomed to hardhhips from childhood, 
it was a very Serious matter; and from 
that time he complained continually, 
and cursed his foolishness for leav- 
ing a good ship. Twice | was obliged 
to sit down by the roadside and plead 
with him, to keep him from turning 
back with the next bullock team. 

Notwithstanding Hough’s sulkiness 
and growling, I found so much to in- 
terest me that | enjoyed every mo- 
ment. The curious vegetation of the 
continent, the flowers, the salt-bush, 
the trees that shed their bark instead 
of their leaves, the strange mammalia, 
the volcanic look of the country, all 
charmed me because I had seen noth- 
ing like them before. Then, too, the 
Slow bullock-waggons we overtook 
and met, the bullock-drivers, and oth- 
er types of up-country life were in- 
teresting. As everything is brought 
from the sea-coast, the northward- 
bound bullock-wagons carried a gen- 
eral cargo. When bound southward, 
however, they were freighted with 
wool, and then, seen at a distance with 
their towering loads, they looked like 
ships. 

Perhaps the most interesting types 
we met were the “‘Sundowners,” er 
tramps; fer Australia posseéses a vari- 
ety of vagrant which, like the coun- 
try itself, is unique. 

For the tramps, because of its uni- 
versal hospitality and delightful cli- 
mate, Australia is an ideal country. 
These are no hardships of weather, 
no dangerous wild beasts to contend 
with, very few clothes required, and 
there is seldom a night, up-country 
at least, that a man may not roll him- 
self in his blanket and sleep in com- 
fort. 


HE sundowner, so called because 

he invariably claims the hospi- 
tality of a “station”? (ranch) at sun- 
down—an hour when he knows he 
will not be turned away empty-hand- 
ed,— is the white tramp of Australia. 
He has so long been recognized as 
a necessary evil that at most stations a 
‘travelers’ hut” is now provided for 
his special accommodation; and a 
regular ration, usually a pannikin of 
flour and a pound of meat, is served 
out to every applicant. In other 
places, more democratic, the sun- 
downer takes his place at the table in 
the men’s quarters. He can always de- 
pend upon his supper, bed and break- 
fast at any station; and he usually 
steals or begs from the cook suffti- 
cient to make a hearty midday meal. 
If the distances between stations are 
too far to be traveled in a single day, 
the swagman rolls himself in his blan- 
ket and camps by the roadside. If 
the distance be but a few miles, he 
revels in a genuine holiday, picnics 
fer the day, perhaps under the shade 
of a giant gum tree, and arrives at the 
station homestead, with all the ap- 
pearance of a long day’s walk, just 
as the sun is setting.

VELSENKIRCHEN, Ruhr, Ger- 
many, September 14, 1923. 

Well, I’ve just been dig- 

ging coal for a number of 

days here in this unhappy 

district. That has been about 

the only way to solve the mystery of 
this world’s prize collection of strikes, 
lockouts, soldiers, sandbags, barbed- 
wire riots, football games, sudden 
death, war-balloons, crowded cafes, 
hunger, threatened satrvation, fears— 
also hopes—of bloody revolution, etc. 

Just as I hoped, my miner’s lamp, 
down 2,000 feet underground with my 
working companions in one of Ger- 
many’s biggest mines, has brought an 
immense illumination for the simpli- 
fying of this bewildering outfit of con- 
tradictions. 

One reason is that when men work 
together so far down from the sun- 
light and so far removed from even 
the sound of their companions in the 
nearby rooms and. entries, they talk 


to each other with a sincerity beyond 
that of any place I have ever found 
above groud. Another reason is that, 
just as the heart of industrial Ger- 
many is the Ruhr, 
so the heart of the 
Ruhr is the heart of 
grimy -faced buf 
strong-armed and 
stronger-hearted old 
King Coal. And 
the heart of Germa- 
ny’s King Coal— 
the center of 
yearly output 
400,000,000 tons: 
—is right here at 
Gelsenkirchen. 
From its numerous 
Stations is shipped 
in normal times, a 
greater quantity of 
Germany’s chief 
source of material 
vealth than from 
any other place.

Not only is it a very narrow street, 
between the Ruhr and the Lippe riv- 
ers, but also a very short one—about

which seem to join the horizon to the 
heavens as far as the eye can reach, 
from an°-amazing array of huge steel 
plants and of somber coal pits and 
tipples. 

When I was here two years ago, 
that cyclopean fence was responsible 
for a vast amount of soot and dirt— 
and energetic housewives equipped 
with washrag and soapstone. Today, 
hardly one of those chimneys has its 
normal bouquet of smoke: that bou- 
quet which smells so sweet in the nose 
of every workingman because it spells 
not only bread and butter, but also 
self-respect. Today “Ruhr street” 
suffers from a cleanliness that Is al- 
most ghastly. From end to end there 
broods over it a silence that fairly 
brings shivers.

This is the first of four articles sent direct from the Ruhr, without 
censorship, describing at first hand for the frst time the state of mind 
The author, Whiting Williams, attracted na- 
tional attention four years ago by a similar study in America, after he 
quit an important position with steel company-to work in overalls that 
he might find out what the workers really think. 


HAD several of these last, by the 
way, before | got. here.

rifled pocketbooks at the hands of un- 
friendly and half-savage French sen- 
tries from Morocco, or daggers plant- 
ed by desperate and highly suspicious 
communists—all these accounts made 
the approach into the district more 
than fairly exciting. 

Luckily none of these tales was 
verified in my experience. Neverthe- 
less the trip was not a pleasant one, 
The colored or half-cclored sentinels 
with their long gun and bayonets are 
not found in the Ruhr, though our 
train passed many of them in the 
Rhineland. But in one town where 
| ducked my head in order to read a 
notice through a gate, the young 
French guard growled a _ warning. 
When I approached him to ask what 
he had said, all the passers-by stopped 
stock still or edged away. I woke up 
to realize that | was engaged in dan- 
gerous business: armed sentries do not 
like to be questioned! 

At various points the regular means 
of travel have been purposely torn 


the sharp eyes of the armed keepers 
of the district’s extremely military 
law. 

Whether in the restaurant or on the 
train or street car into, or in, the 
district, “‘“Watch Your Step” is the 
proper motto, if you are going to keep 
from slipping in the slime of the all- 
pervading suspicion and hatred. On 
a train one day last week, the German 
passengers spoke their minds to me 
quite freely after | had explained that 
| was an American. A moment later 
I forgot myself and asked—in French 
—ihe driver of a waiting engine op- 
posite our car if he liked his German 
locomotive. When I turned back to 
my companions | found the conversa- 
tion ended. I got nothing but the 
stony stares and silence of distrust amd 
enmity. 

“We put her on the stocks by post- 
ing her name and address or else we 
cut off her hair,” is explained as the 
appropriate treatment of a German 
girl found too friendly with the armed 
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invaders. The other night when in a 


town not far away | started out for a 
walk, but was immediately warned of 
the danger. A recent piece of sabotage 
upon the railroad had been punished 
by putting the place under a strict 8 
o'clock curfew. 


Even by day, getting around is bad 
enough, because in Essen, for in- 
stance, the telephones and also the 
gas plant are-out of order. Every- 
where, also, in. the midst of 
Streets you come upon a Crossing or 
a viaduct which has been given the 
extra protection of a sentinel behind 
some sandbag forts and barbed-wire 
entanglements. In tune with these, 
you notice the number of heavy shut- 
ters drawn down for most of the day 
over a large number of local stores. 
Perhaps a block further on you run 
upon a group of youths marching, 
with heads erect, to the tune of a song 
which only puts in more poetic lan- 
guage the sentiment of the poster left, 
witlr only a few scratches, upon the 
opposite wall:

Throughout the 
district, when you build your house 
you go to the Coal Employers’ syndi- 
cate and, if they find your location 
requires it, they give you a subsidy 
with which you proceed to build your 
house upon jacks. Then when, a 
few years later, the southeast corner 
of your home begins to sag a bit, vou 
merely walk out and jack it up again, 
Otherwise your request for later dam- 
ages gets nothing but an unfeeling 
German “heraus!”

They found the room in 
great disorder. Clothing and letters 
were lying all over the floor; the table 
and the chairs had been overturned; 
the bed had not been made. In the 
corner of the room was an old trunk 
and strewn about it was a pile of cloth- 
ing that seemed to have been snatched 
from it in a hurry. A police officer 
threw it open and there lay the body 
of Elsie Sigel constricted into the nar- 
row space and quite stiff. She had 
been strangled with a piece of window 
cord tied so tightly round the throat 
that it was embedded in the flesh. 
There was no doubt about the identity 
though the body had been dead for 
quite six days. 

Then the police turned to the let- 
ters. All were in the dead girl’s hand- 
writing, but one fact about them fur- 
nished material for reconstructing the 
motive of the crime.

| was musing today about that hap- 
py period when the scent of orange 
blossoms was in the air. I can see 
the blur of faces in the little parlor 
in Newport, Ky., where | was wed. 
; can hear the quiet voice of the cler- 
ical figure who said, ‘‘We are ready!” 
And | stood up and tried to appear 
nonchalant while feeling idiotic. 

What had I done with the ring? 
] fumbled for it in my pocket. It was 
there. There was a drone of conver- 
sation and the final pronouncement. 
Outside on the little veranda a quar- 
tet was serenading. 1 stepped out to 
thank them. One of them cried, jok- 
ingly: ‘‘What are you so _ pale 
about?’? And I looked foolish, and 
replied ungrammatically: ‘‘Who? 
Me?” 

And so in this mood today | went 
to an old and treasured cedar box and 
took out packets of letters—tied with 
pink ribbon and beginning to sear 
about the edges. Time had yellowed 
them, but their honeyed sentiment was 
unimpaired. 

In one that followed a puppy love 
tiff 1 showed a world weary magnifi- 
cence. I was then at the age of 19. 
There was no such thing as love, I 
wrote in a gust of dramatic scorn. 
There were other pessimistic snorts 
about the fickleness of women. And 
I was going out west—men were still 
men out there in the open spaces in 
those days, .oo. 

Then there was my proposal letter.

I was gettirig my start by 
punching out “Dear sir’ letters. 
Nothing seemed beyond me. 

I was obsessed and bewildered in 
those days by the crowding dreams of 
youth. Her future was assured and 
so was mine. And what an hour of 
stark and dour realism, not so long 
after, when I lost my job, Yet how 
irivial it seems today. 


OOKING back at 40, I find the 
4 philosophical solace that there 
was not a single thing about which 
1 worried that was worth worrying 
about.

I had 
rather expected to, find him reclining 
in valetudinarian ease in a Louis 
something-or-other room wrestling 
with gout while ticker tapes clicked 
in and out. Instead, he was in the

What to do? What conflicting 
emotions. And yet in a week or so 
things righted and all was well again 
with our little world. As we grow 
older we begin to see that nothing 
much matters after all—save love for 
our fellows and work. They are the 
Saving graces. 

The world has recently been going 
through a period when everybody 
seems to. have been suddenly disillu- 
sioned. My grandmother used to tell 
me of the same reactions that fol- 
lowed the civil war. 

Our novels deal with a world rotten 
to the core. Our plays try to show 
that humanity is detestable and that 
life is an ignoble venture in vul- 
garity. I have had no such disillu- 
sioning complexes. 

My disillusionments have been only 
trivial. When I saw the best known 
head waiter in New York and discov- 
ered that he looked like the keeper 
of a country store at the cross-roads 
| was disappointed. I expected to see 
an imperious fellow, with waxed mus- 
tache, making satellites grovel in 
obesiance before him. 

And then one of the highest-priced 
newspaper editors in the country burst 
another illusion. 1 expected him to 
be full of ponderous thoughts that 
only the erudite could grasp. The 
only time I ever saw him he was hav- 
ing the time of his life playing 
charades. 

HE first time | ever met a million- 
aire we talked about Frank Mer- 
riwell novels which he used to read, 
just as I, and afterward he took me 
on a round trip on a Staten Island 


kitchen trying to put a washer on the 
faucet in the sink. 

Then there was the great actress 
I had admired. from afar for years and 
years. I pictured my meeting her as 
all about him and secretaries flitted 
one of the great moments of my life. 
She emanated beauty and seemed to 


me like a fragile flower that might 
wither at any moment and blow away. 

And so | met her in her dressing 
rodom after the play. Her face was 
pitted from smallpox. A cigarette 
hung between thin, cruel scarlet Hps. 
She was in a faded flowered kimono 
and eating—I do not exaggerate— 
sauerkraut and drinking beer. She was 
the most ludicrous figure |. had ever 
seen before or since. 


Incidents like that have offered me 
my disillusionments. They amount to 
nothing and neither lesson or increase 
my respect for the human race. 

Everybody takes a delight these 
days in sneering at Pollyannas. Yet 
the cheering, optimistic souls who 
happily make up the bulk of our civil- 
ization have done more in every way 
for the advancement of everything 
that is good than all our professional 
sneerers can ever do. Optimism is 
America’s hope. A group of imprac- 
tical idealist saved America from the 
Boche. 


Finally I believe in people. In all 
my life 1 have had but one person be- 
tray a trust. I have mingled with all 
sorts—from thieves to statesmen. 
The most impulsively generous act 
that ever came under my notice was 
that of a woman the workd knows as 
scarlet. 

1 have found but little enmity ir 
the world. If I have a single enemy 
I do not know it. It is trite, but true, 
that my worst enemy has always been 
myself. I have done things I’d like 
to undo—yjust as all of us have, but 
I never found a man or woman who 
was unforgiving when one seeks hon- 
est forgiveness. 

I have no special credo, nor am 
I posing as an oracle. Yet 40 years 
have warmed me to the world and its 
people and I can’t imagine a world 
being any better than this. 

Perhaps at 60 life will have staled 
a little, but I don’t believe so. I have 
found just as much humanity in the 
small town as in the city and vice: ° 
versa. 

I have always been glad | have 
never found a person absolutely with- 
out faults. That to me would be an 
everlasting blight on existence. There 
are any number of people I love more 
for their faults than their virtues. 

I’m somewhat like the bibulous fel- 
low in a New York club who, under 
the hospitable glow of a few rounds 
of pre-war drinks, said: “You know, 
fellows, I’d like to get the world to- 
gether and have a dance.”

Religious Controversy

O other form of controversy 
arouses so much bitterness 
and intensity of feeling as 
religious controversy. This 
is doubtless true because of 
the priceless values which re- 
ligion holds and the fear that 


these values are imperiled. A novelist 


makes one of his characters exclaim: 
“‘Isn’t it desperately comicai that one 
human being can hate and revile an- 
other, because they think differently 
about the origin of the universe.” 
Scientists dispute over scientific theo- 
ries that have to do with the present 
lite and laws of nature and retain a 
spirit of charity. Churchmen dispute 
over religion which has to do with 
eternal life and love and forthwith 
proceed to the language of violence 
and contempt. We are prone to 
think that our own age is more acri- 
monious than any other but history 
at this point brings to us a measure of 
comfort. A few years ago there was 
much discussion over varying theories 
of sanctification and there was dis- 
played much bitterness over the ques- 
tion of perfect love. In the very be- 
ginning of the Christian church there 
was the fierce clash of St. Paul with 
the Judaizers. Brierly writes:—‘‘The 
Pauline letters are battle cries. There 


are in almost every paragraph of them 
answers to letters and speeches of 
the enemy; retorts to sarcasms lev- 
elled at him; vindication of his char- 
acter against the worst insinuations; 
assertions of his authority against 
those who set it at nought.”’ In the 
second century to read Ircuacus and 
Gertullian with their accounts of 
Gnostic sects against whom _ they 
fought is to set ones brain in a whirl. 
The greatest controversies of all were 
those which culminated in the coun- 
cils of Nicaea and Chalcedon and the 
great historic creeds. The best men 
become excited and lose their temper 
over a theological question. 
Rutinus died, Jerome once a friend 
but estranged later by a doctrinal dif- 
ference, describes his funeral as, “the 
burial of a -scorpion.”’ Julian in the 
Pelagian controversy bids Augustine 
‘take himself off with that unjust 
God of his.”” The Donatist declared 
the Catholics were no Christians. The 
semi-Arians declared the Athanasian 
to be ‘‘an unscrupulous set of liars.” 
A bishop was trampled to death at 
the synod of Ephesus. Melanchthou 
once wished himself dead that he 
might escape the rage of the Theo- 
logians.

OREHAM writes: ‘‘Think of the 

correspondence of Wesley and 
Toplady. Wesley the greatest evan- 
gelical force that England has ever 
known, wrote of the author of ‘Rock 
of Ages;’ ‘Mr. Augustus Toplady | 
Know well; but I do not fight with 
chimnev-sweeps. He is too dirty a 
writer for me to meddle with; | 
should only foul my fingers.’ Top- 
lady was quite capable of repaying 
the founder of Methodism in his own 
coin. Wesley he declared was a 
hatcher of blasphemies; his forehead 
was impervious to a blush; he had 
perpetrated upon the public a known, 
a wilful, and a palpable lie.’”’ 

Hackett gives an account of the 
meeting of the British association, 
18600, when Bishop Wilberforce 
Sailed Huxley. ‘‘Facing Huxley with 
a smile he to know was it 
through his ndfather or grand- 
mother that | claimed his descent 
from a monkey.” Huxley turned to a 
neighbor and said, ‘““‘The Lord hath de- 
livered him into my hands.” Then 
Huxley replied: ‘‘I have certainly said 
that a man has no reason to be 
ashamed of having an ape ‘for his 
grandfather. If there were an an- 
cestor whom I would be ashamed in 
recalling, it would rather be a man of 
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and versatile intellect who 
plunges into scientific questions with 
which he has no real acquaintance, 
only to obscure them by an aimless 
rhetoric and distract the attention of 
lis audience from the real point at is- 
sue by eloquent digressions and skill- 
ed appeals to prejudice.’’ The scene

also the famous con- 

troversy between Huxley and 
Gladstone in which both agreed that 
the authority of the Bible was based 
on whether or not it was scientifical- 
ly accurate. Huxley denied this ac- 
curacy and discounted the entire rev- 
elation, while Gladstone contended 
for Biblical accuracy in science. It 
developed into a four-cornered con- 
troversy in which Henry Drummond 
and S. R. Driver claimed that the 
Bible must be judged by its purpose 
and that it was not a text-book on 
modern science. Their position was 
against both Gladstone and Huxley. 
This is only a very partial glimpse of 
the history of religious controversy. 
Throughout Christiandom ia our day 
there rages the theological battle be- 
tween fundamentalists and progress

that the final ruling force in all evolu- 
tion is the intellectual and spiritual. 
It has been truthfully and accurately 
said that just as ‘‘the poet is the best 
scientist,’’ his forecasts in the land of 
fantasy repeatedly fulfilled, so is the 
artist, whether writer, painter or what 
not, the ultimate determinative force 
in the.evolution of civilization. In 
the sense that the “thinking”’ individ- 
ual is the artist, this ‘determinative 
force’”’ is in America more and more 
swinging towards the woman. 


But 1 am also bound to say, as in- 
deed I have indicated repeatedly in 
the preceding articles of the series, 
that there lie breakers ahead for these 
women civilizations if certain trends 
of today persist to the undoing of 
such civilizations. America is faced 
by no greater menace than the 
segregation” of which I have written, 
that segregation of women into wom- 
en’s clubs and men into men’s clubs, 
that collecting of the women 
America in .their _ particular 
rendezvous and the men _e in 
theirs. An exaggerated “feminism” 
would be just as dangerous to the fu- 
ture America as an exaggerated mas- 
culinity has in the past been danger- 
ous in Europe. 

The menace to the American wom- 
an is the American woman herself! 
By which I mean that in all the com- 
munities 1 have visited | have met a 
little fanatical minority of ‘“‘wild wom- 
en,’’ who can see no good in any- 
thing fashioned by man and who, as 
one of them expressed it to me, “‘have 
no use for the male.” 

The task before the American 
woman, as has already been set down, 
is the task of uniting the sexes, of 
bringing together women and their 
men-folk into circles and clubs where 
they can exchange ideas and talk 
things over. The only chance for a 
really great America is that it shall be 
a bi-sexual and not a uni-sexual Amer- 
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ica. “Il stand neither for man 
woman—lI- stand for humanity! 
That must be the slogan of the Amer- 
ican woman of toworrow. 

Let the American man and woman 
concentrate upon the same tasks, but 
use different methods. That is one 
of the future problems for the Amer- 
ican woman. 


LREADY I have indicated my be- 

lief in the evolution of a ‘‘world 
religion’? mainly through the aegis 
of the American woman. That will 
not be a religion of dogma, but of life, 
I verily believe it will be a religion as 
capable of application to the things 
of time as to the things of eternity. 
If any human on this planet can 
evolve a “‘practical”’ religion it is the 
woman of America, simply because 
of the great intermixture of race, and 
therefore of idea and ideal, and with 
it that mixture of youth and freedom 
from tradition which is of the food 
of which the gods are made, and 
above all because the American wom- 
an, however bizarre her methods at 
times, is really trying to apply reli- 
gion to life. 

But I will go farther. I will say 
that in a very real sense the future 
not‘only of the new world but of the 
Oldglies in the hands of American 
women. I wonder whether there is 
enough power in the spoken or writ- 
ten word to awaken them to this 
epoch-making opportunity. 

For it is only the American woman 
who can rid the world of war. First, 
because America, cut off as she is by 
thoysands of miles of the Atlantic 
from war-worn, war-cursed Europe, 
with boundless raw material and na- 
tural resources of all kinds, is in a po- 
sition to show Europe, decadent and 
now hastening to her end, how men 
can live without fighting. Some of 
this may be regarded as the talk of 
the sentimentalist, but it is really the 


talk of the realist. For these things 
are facts. 

Europe, now preparing the war of 
poison gas, which may lay what is 
left of European civilization in the 
dust and send the old world back to 
the dark ages, is making ready day 
and night for this new struggle for 
world power. The European woman 
has tentatively in some cases sent’up 
a wee small voice of protest, but it 
is a fact that large numbers of Eu- 
ropean women today are more blood- 
thirsty and more revengeful than their 
men-folk, as a visit to some of the 
former warring countries will prove. 

Here is the supreme chance of the 
American woman. Let the millions 
of American women who, as | know, 
hate war in every shape and form, 
launch a world propaganda against it 
on practical lines, and they may yet 
save not only Europe, but themselves. 
It may seem madness, but I do be- 
lieve from cold observation of Amer- 
ican women in the mass in my jour- 
neyings to and fro across the conti- 
nent that the next decade may 
such a woman’s ‘‘war against war’ 
launched, and with it a re-making of 
history. 

For | believe in the future of the 
American woman as I believe in the 
future of no European woman. I be- 
lieve in her, not because I think her 
perfect, not because I think her to 
be a thing celestial rather than ter- 
restial, but because she is young and 
free from tradition. Like all young 
things she has much to learn, but like 
all young things she is vital and she

has the desire to life and to living, 
she has, in a word, the de- 
sire to good. Passionate, almost fa- 
natical in that desire, believer in the 
future, hopeless optimist, if you will, 
i: is the American woman who is the 
hope of the white world, whether 
be “flapper,” “ ‘hungry’ wome 
an’’’ ‘“‘clubwoman,” or one of the 
Other types of which I have written 
in this series of weman articles and 
to whom I have written—friends 
whom | shall never meet in the flesh, 
but whom I have met in the spirit— 
the spirit of comradeship.

On the Text of the International Sun- 
day School Lesson for Next Week.

The God of All Peoples and Nations 


MONG the short Psalms is the 
sixty-seventh. It has only 
seven verses, and each verse 
is ters®, but in this “‘perfec 
gem of sacred song’’ the 
word ‘‘All’’ occurs four times. 

Just a little word of three 
leiters—yet it is the largest word in 
our language and emphasizes the uni- 
versality of the religion in which it 
is sO frequently employed. 

“Thy saving health among all na- 
tions.” ‘“‘Let all the people praise 
thee,” twice repeated. ‘‘All the ends 
of the earth shall fear him.” Thus 
sang the psalmist. It is akin to the 
emphasis placed upon this same little 
word “‘All’’ in the New Testament. 

In the public talk on Matthew some 
weeks ago, attention was called to the 
employment of the word seven times 
in Christ’s utterances on three sub- 
jects as recorded in the first gospel; 
three times in the proclamation of the 
first and great commandment, tour 
times in the concluding verses of the 
last chapter of Matthew, announcing 
the great commission of the church 
when the disciples were sent forth to 
convert all nations and to teach all 
the things he had commanded, with 
the promise that He would be with 
them always, with all power in His 
hands, and again in the concluding 
verses of the eleventh chapter in 
which He invites all the weary and 
heavy laden to come unto Him and 
find rest. 


The use of the word ‘‘All’’ in the 
sixiy-seventh Psalm _ furnishes the 
theme for today and shows that in 
the Old Testament as well as in the 
New the religion taught was intended 
to include all peoples without regard 
to race or locality. 

While the Jews were a ‘‘chosen 
people’? and assigned to a particular 
and sacred task. they were the cus- 
todians of a religion that admitted of 
no limitation. It was for all lati- 
tudes, for all longitudes and for all 
time. 

The prayer for mercy and for bless- 
ings was not Selfish; the desire that 
God’s tace should shine upon the 
Children of Israel—a beautiful expres- 
sion—was not for their joy and wel- 
fare only; it had a higher purpose— 
the highest possible purpose. 

It was that God’s way. might be- 
come known over all the earth and 
His ‘‘salvation among all nations.” 
National boundaries disappeared be- 
fore the message which they pro- 
claimed. 

A race is sometimes composed of 
groups of people and sometimes a 
single people is scattered through 
various nations; when both words, 
“nations” and ‘‘peoples,’’ are used, 
none are omitted. 


N the fourth verse of our text both 
words are employed in the plu- 
ral: “O let the nations be glad and 
sing for joy; for thou shalt judge the 
peoples righteously, and govern the 
nations upon earth,”’ 


Here again all are included. Joy 
is to be brought to all people every- 
where because Jehovah will be judge 
and He will judge with equity. 

In the concluding verse of our text 
God is to bless and ‘‘all the ends of 
the earth shall fear him.” 

It is evident that the word ‘‘fear”’ 
does not mean that the feeling toward 
Him shall-be-that which a weak person 
feels toward one who has power to 
injuré. It describes rather an unwil- 
‘lingness to offend, a love that makes 
the thought of disobedience painful; 
such as is expressed in the phrase, 
“The fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom.” 

Another verse of our text, the fifth

—calis upon all people to praise God: 
‘Let the people praise thee, O God; 
let all the people praise thee.’’ It is 
thanksgiving for blessings already re- 
ceived—the increase yielded by the 
earth—and praise in anticipation of 
blessings still to come. The word 
‘‘all” furnishes the first subject for 
thought today. 

There is one God and only one— 
the God of both the Hebrews and the 
Christians. All human beings are His 
children, created for a purpose and 
placed on earth as part of a divine 
plan. 

They are all invited to commune 
with Him through prayer. They are 
made supreme over all the inanimate 
world and over all created tunings. 
They are given freedom to exercise 
their sovereign will; even Jenovah 
will not restrain them. 

But they are responsible beings— 
the only responsible creatures on earth 
— and will be held to strict account 
for the use they make of their time 
and their talents. Obedience its the 
only thing required to obtain the 
greatest blessings—blessings that car- 
not be secured in any other way, be- 
cause the laws of the Infinite One are 
in harmony with human welfare. 

The second thought, therefore, is 
that obedience is profitable. The 
promise of blessings runs like a golden 
thread through the law of the He- 
brews and the ,teachings of- Christ. 
Obedience brings the beatitudes, dis- 


obedience brings punishment and sor- 
row—‘‘the wages of sin is death.”’ 


NOME have criticized the promis- 
»J ing of rewards for righteousness, 
but hew else could justice be estab- 
lished? The punishment of the good 
is inconceivable in a moral world and 
the bestowing of rewards by chance 
upon the good and the bad alike would 
be a repudiation of all law. The rea- 
son, therefore, as well as the con- 
science, supports the plan which dis- 
tributes benefits according to deserts. 

The psalmist who expressed in so 
many ways and in such exquisite lan- 
guage his lofty conception of the jus- 
tice of Jehovah, though addressing 
himself to those about him, was really 
speaking to the ages and to man un- 
versal. 

He looked forward to the time 
when ‘‘the earth shall be filled with 
the knowledge of the glory of the 
lord, as the waters cover the sea;”’ 
when the worship of the great “Il Am” 
Shall banish the worship of idols—in- 
cluding the most widely worshipped 
idol, self; and when all men'‘in all 
lands shall be brought to the adora- 
tion of the one all-wise, all-powerful, 
and all-loving Heavenly Father. 

If ours is to be the final word in re- 
ligion, it must be sufficient to save ev- 
ery soul in every land as long as man 
is a dweller upon the earth. Such a

The last 
time | saw him he was lying hope- 
lessiy drunk outsjde a bush “pub,” 
where he afterward died. 


HE bush hotels, or pubs, as they 
are called, are the curse of the 
interior. They do not pretend to of- 
fer other accommodation to the trav- 
eler than an uhlimited quantity of 
“shepherd’s delight.” 
During the whole 
miles from Terowie to Silverton we 
were never refused a meal, When 
stations were long distances apart, we 
kept the wagon bg and with the 
oné exception which | have cited, we 
always fell in with bullock- drivers, 
with whom it is considered an insult 
not to stop and at least drink a pan- 
nikin of tea. 

1 am indebted to Sandy for a great 
deal of information regarding the life 
and habits of the Australian tramp; 
and before we parted we became 
great cronies. We often argued on 
the subject of sundowning, he for 
and I against, and | must admit that 
he usually got the best of it. . Sandy 
wis a philosopher of the Diogenes 
tvpe, and a thorough old pessimist. 
From his point of view he had certain- 
Ivy chosen the calling most suited to 
him.

things the old Scotch- 
man taught me how to cook that 
mainstay of bush existence—damper. 
It is a very simple concoction, mere- 
ly tlour and water; but to make it is 
an art—at least, it is an art to make 
it edible. Using a piece of bark or 
canvas tor a doughboard, the ingred- 
ients are mixed to a doughy con- 
sistency, tlattened to about an inch 
in thickness, and placed upon the 
glowing coals of a wood fire. The 
mixture is then covered with more hot 
embers, and, after ten minutes’ bak- 
ing a rough scrape, is considered fit 
tO eat, 


AMPER Its at its best when hot, 

before it has had time to resolve 
itself into a leaden lump of indigesti- 
bleness. In iis cold state it should be 
indulged in only under extreme provo- 
cation, and never when creeks are to 
be swum. And vet, with a large pro- 
portion of the inhabitants of the 
“black blocks,”’’ it is damper and mut- 
ton, mutton and damper, from one 
year’s end to another. No vegetables, 
no fish, no other kinds of meat, no 
variety—nothing but freshly killed 
mutton and this famous bush bread. 
The boundry rider’s weekly ration is 
“ten, ten, two, and a quarter,’”’ which 
being interpreted, means ten pounds 
of mutton, ten pcunds of flour, two 
pounds of sugar, and a quarter of a 
pound of tea. 

The Australian tramp is of a type 
wholly different from the ignorant, 
low-bred scum of humanity that one 
meets in some countries, and from 
the whining professional beggar from 
America, : 

As a class these tramps are well 
informed, fairly moral, and, as the 
world goes, honest. The sundowner 
Stands apart trom the rest of his kind, 
inasmuch as he never begs for money. 
He will ask for a pipeful of tobacco 
Or a drink, a meal or a bunk; but for 


‘years, 


—- 


the coin of the realm he does not pe- 
tition. He is a contented philosopher, 
with all the instincts of a nobleman; 
born, of coucse, under an unlucky 
star, yet satisfied with his lot so long 
as he is not obliged to work, and so 
long as the “‘squaiters’’ feed him. Al- 
though many of them have grown 
gray in the service, and their hands 
have not been soiled with work for 
they are without care for the 
morrow, worrying not a whit “what 
they shall eat, or -what they: shall 
drink, or wherewtthal they shall be 
clothed,’’ for the’ winter brings no 
chilling blasts, and the bush is ever 
hospitable. 


NE is constantly surprised at the 

speech and manners of those 
whom one meets on the road,, and 
it is probable that fully one third are 
men who were born of gentle parents 
in the ‘‘older countries.” Australia 
being an English colony, the sun- 
downer is usually a native of the Brit- 
ish Isles, though there is a sprinkling 
of other nationalities in proportion to 
their numbers in the colonies, — It is 
due to the native-born Australians to 
say that they seldom tufn tramps. 

Although against his principles, it 
must be said, to the sundowner’s cred- 
it, that he does’ sometimes work. 
There are times when he feels- the 
need of a change. At shearing time, 
when the sheds are full of jolly shear- 
ers, and good wages may be demand- 
ed, he will often work for a few 
weeks; or he may find some other 
easy way that suits his fastidious tan- 
cy. With the proceeds he buys him- 
self a few clothes, perhaps, and 
“knocks down” (spends) the remain- 
der at the first bush public house. 
Some there are who wander aimless- 
ly from one colony to another, ever 
seeking new paths; others, more 
methodical, have a regular route laid 
out, which takes from one to three 
years to cover. In this way they do 
not visit the same station often enough 
to be recognized. 

Sundowning is the outgrowth of the 
boundless and unequalled«hospitality 
c. the Australian bush. The occasional 
sundown petitioner of the old days, 
however, had now become an army. 
Today the squatter fears this wander- 
ing tramp, and feeds him under pro- 
test, knowing Well’ that by retusing 
him he runs the risk°of having a wool- 
shed burned down or some of his tat 
sheep killed. Some day the up-coun- 
try community will put their heads to- 
gether and stop this imposition, if they 
have not already done so. 

Ten davs of heavy trudging over 
the great red plains, ten days of re- 
lentless skies, of choking dust, of 
blinding sweat, and at last there rose 
before us the rugged outlines of the 
barrier. It was a pleasant change in 
the landscape, and, to Hough and 
me, a most inspiriting sight, tor we 
knew that we had but to cross the 
range to be in Silverton. So that 
we might camp at the toot of the 
hill that night, we walked on long 
after sundown; and after we had made 
our camp fire, we sat around the blaze 
for a longer time than usual, talking 
of the morrow. And to me, I remem- 
ber, it was though we had made a sea 
vovage and were upon the eve of en- 
tering a new port. I felt as do the 
passengers of a ship before reaching 
port. 

At sunrise, next morning, we were 
toiling upward. Past the shaft and 
9 of the Umberumberka mine 

‘e climbed, past the few shanties of 
a  Siemnalaiie township, up through the 
narrow rocky road of the gap, until 
we stood, panting, at the summit of 
the ridge, looking down upon the 
promised land—Silverton. 

Clustering near the center of a 
broad plain, from which the rocky 
barrier range sprang abruptly on all 
sides, lay. the little mining town. Al- 
though it was made up of small white 
buildings and tents, the regular laying 


out of its streets and squares showed 
that it was an ambitious place and 
ready to grow. 

A brief rest, and we-started briskly 
down the mountain side, down toward 
the well-grassed plain, the winding

Sandy uS goodbye at the cross- 
roads outside the settlement. and 
I, with our billies rattling, and an all- 
conquering air, swung into the town- 
ship of Silverton.
